WASHINGTON, March 5.— F o r the second time In two days, Woodrow 
Wilson at 12:47 today was inaugurated as President of the United States. 
Surrounded by the members of the cabinet, diplomatic corps, supreme 
court, and members of both houses, the President was sworn in on the East 
Portico of the Capitol. 
Thousands of people were crowded on the plaza on the east front of the 
Capitol despite a bitter cold wind and cheered wildly when the ceremony was 
finished and the President began his speech.

Measure Comes Up For Ac­ 
tion on Senate Floor To­ 
morrow or Wednesday 


SACRAMENTO, Mar. 5.—One of the 
biggest things before the Legislature 
will be decided this week, in the Sen­ 
ate at any rate. 
Thlil is the county 
unit local option bill, reported out of 
the Senate Public Morals committee 
with recommendation by 
four mem­ 
bers of the committee— Luce, Evans, 
Chandler and Brown—that the bill be 
passed, and by three— Flaherty, Sla­ 
ter and Sharkey—that the bill be not 
passed. This bill would make a whole 
county the unit in local option 
elec­ 
tions instead of 
incorporated 
cities 
and supervisors! districts within the 
county en at present. 
It is the drys’ 
big move of the session. 
It will come up for action on the 
floor of the Senate Tuesday or Wed­ 
nesday and there are various predic­ 
tions as to how the Senators will line­ 
up. 
The three minority members of 
the committee, Flaherty, Slater and 
Sharkey, are declaring that it is not 


for the Legislature to deal with the 
liquor question; it will come up for a 
vote of the people in 1918, they say, 
and, anyway, “most any bill panged by 
the Legislature would be held up by 
referendum until the 1918 general elec­ 
tion.” On thqge grounds the minority 
tnree will pin their hopes of crushing 
the county unit bill. 
If they succeed, 
it will remain to be seen whether they 
will be consistent on 
other 
booze 
legislation. 
“Wet” Forces to Rescue 
The Assembly will not take up the 
county unit bill until the Senate hen 
acted on it. 
Of course, if it is killed 
in the Senate it will 
be 
completely 
extinguished. 
But if it 
passes 
the 
Senate, the wets will call (heir Assem­ 
bly forces “to the rescue.” 
The wets don’t appear to be worried 
in the Assembly. 
In fact 
they 
say 
they are certain of 41 of Hie 80 vote.? 
in the Assembly on any wet and dry 
question. 
And, 
incidentally, 
it 
is 
commonly reported that the wets in 
both branches are not caring particu­ 
larly whether the Ashley saloon regu­
